Godfrey noted a report from the U.S. Military Attache in Vientiane that 
a relatively good Laotian Air Force Officer may shortly be placed under 
arrest for coup plotting. FitzGerald reported 

this particular incident will be smoothed over. Godfrey also noted that the 
prevailing winds in China are unfavorable for a Chinese shot at this time. 
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The Executive Director -Comptroller asked that the Executive Committee 
members at their staff meetings remind those concerned that they should not 
seek to spend monies which are left prior to the close of the Fiscal Year 
unless they had to do so. He noted that this was of particular concern to the 
President and that the Agency funds not spent are not lost but will go into
